Pratt's recital of the two tre- 
mendous struggles he made to over- 
come the drink habit and later the 
curse of morphine was the most 
dramatic the members of the board 
ever listened to, they declared, and 
into their ears many pathetic stories 
have been poured. 

Years ago Pratt was a drunkard. 
He lost friends, hope and faith. A 
time came before his manhood had 
been entirely sapped when he de- 
termined to throttle the demon. It 
was a terrible fight, and outwardly 
at least Pratt seemed to have con- 
quered the evil. But it was only to 
become the slave of a more pitiless 
master. He rted to morphine. 

At first the Goses were small. The 
effect was not noticeable to his 
friends, witg congratulated him on 
his triumph over liquor.

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AUGUST METEORS

Beautiful Perseid Meteors Will 
! Be Streaking the Sky from the 
} 9th to the 13th of the Month. 
Will Dart Forth from the Con- 
} steliation Perseus Once in Five 
Minutes or Oftener. 


BY WILLIAM H. KNIGHT. 


In the clear skies of these August 
evenings we may anticipate a display 
of shooting stars known as the Per- 
seid meteors, so called because they 
dart out in all directions from «a 
point in the constellation Perseus— 
just rising at 9 o'clock in the north- 
eastern heavens. The maximum dis- 
play of these meteors usually occurs 
en the nights of the 9th, 10th and 
lith of August, on which occasions, 
according to Mr. Denning, an English 


are @ portion of the minute particles 
torm® from a great comet, the main 
body of which was discovered by 
lewis Swift In 1862, and whose pe- 
riod is probably 128 years. The orbit 
of the Swift comet is an enormous 
ellipse, one end of which is crossed 
by the earth in August, while the 
other end extends far out into dis- 
tant space, so far beyond the orbit 
of Neptune that it may have been 
convulsed and torn asunder by «a 
mighty exterior planet twice the dis- 
tance of Neptune from the sun, and 
now these disintegrated particies are 
strown along the comet's entire path 
with considerable uniformity. 

It so happens that our earth 
plunges through this ring of myriads 
of meteors every August, and as the 
meteoric belt is some millions of 
miles thick the display lasts for sev- 
eral nights. But, though these meteors 
seem to be strung along the entire 
line of the comet's orbit, they are 
much more abundant in some places 
than in others. Last year they were 
particularly rich, and many hundreds 
were counted in the two evenings of 
the 10th and lith of the month. But 
In the exceptional year of 1892 
scarcely any were seen, while in the 
following year a large number were 
observed. 

We should know nothing about 
this remarkable zone of meteors if 
it were not for their entrance into 
our atmosphere. Their velocity is so 
great—about twenty-six miles per 
second—that friction with the atmos- 
phere heats them to.a state of in- 
candescence and literally burns them 
um. Hence the long brilliant streaks 
of light, sometimes rather faint. but 
eccasionally so bright and persistent 
as to leave a luminous train lasting 
for several seconds. . 

According to the authority above 
quoted the average height at which 
these meteors make thefr first appear- 
ance is about eighty miles, an evi- 
dence that the atmosphere extends 
beyond that altitude, and the height 
at which they disap is about 
fifty miles. The size of these particles 
is supposed to vary from that of a 
grain of sand about as large as a 
pin’s head to that of a walnut. It 
je supposed to be these scan! 
that descend to a still iower level 
and produce the beautiful but evane- 
scent trains. 

The bright star in the zenith at 9§ 
o'clock at night is Vega, in the 
constellation of the Lyre. “To the 
east of Vega is the Northern Cross, 
stretching along the Milky Way. Far 
below Vega and slightly to the west 
is the great planet Jupiter—déts clear 
white light contrasting strangely with 
the red star Antares near by in the 
heart of the Scorpion. 

That wonderful zone of stars whose 
blended light forms the Milky Way 
is seen to advantage during these 
summer months. It is estimated that 
five or six hundred millions of suns 
forming that mighty galaxy can be 
photographed by the ald of our larg- 
est refracting telescopes. According 
to a recent high authority the dis- 
tance across this formidable ring of 
stars extending entirely round the 
celestial sphere is not less than that 
represented by 30,000 light years, and

Hemet Voters Commend the 

of Their Trustees in Calling a 

Election—Briefs. 

HEMET, Aug. $.—By a vote of 241 
to 21, Hemet indorsed the action of 
her City Trustees in calling for a 
special élection for the issuing of $44,- 
000 worth of sewer bofids. This is a 
definite step toward improvement and 
is the result of a year’s effort along 
this line.
